fa While an unguided automobile with three 


occupants locked within was careening from 
curb’ to curb at State and Madison streets 
last night and the attention of pedestrians 
was directed to it, a negro, William Fiqua, 


ee the pocketbook of a woman in Madi- 


son street, near Wabash avenue. The 

woman had been watching the driverless 
vehicle, . 

A large crowd saw the robbery or heard the 


sereams of the woman and a chase began 


which has had but few rivals among down- 


town .thief pursuits. The negro ran. 


turning and doubling on his track, 
through twelve blocks of streets, pur- 
sued by a growing crowd that yelled 


‘and howled on his trail. He shot three 


‘times at police officers who attempted to fol- 


low him, held his pursuers at bay, and finally 


fell exhauSted under a cab horse in Dearborn 
street near the new government building. 


Demand the Negro’s Life. 

The crowd, which had been increased by 
additions along the line of the pursuit, was 
crying for the death of the negro when he 


was drawn from under the cab horse by the , 


policemen who had run him down, One man 
had climbed to an awning in Dearborn street, 
near the Postoffice Building, and had cut 
down arope. There were cries of: | 

Lynch him; lynch the negro!” | 

The man with the rope brandished and 
threw it as a lasso in attempts to land it 
around the neck of the hunted man. Six

struggled with the crowd, threatening to 
une their clubs to protect the prisoner. 


Where the crowd which followed in the wake 


ef the officers and the negro became 60 large

It 
made a circle at State and Madison streets 
and turned directly towards the show win- 
dows of Mandel Bros. As it reached the 
curb and was about to dash on the sidewalk 
its foremost pursuers sprang for the con- 
trolling lever and cut off the current.

injured. | 
N egro Seizes the Chance. 

‘While the autocab was clearing State 
street the negro took advantage of the ex- 
citement to clutch the pocketbook. Then 
he began a wild run through the streets—a 
chase that reminded bystanders of the negro 
riots in New York on the night before. 

The thief turned in the alley east of Man- 
del Bros.“ store, there running into Police- 
man Stine, at whom he fired. Stine fired in 
return, but failed to hit the negro, who 
dashed north across Washington street, and 
on to Randolph. There he turned west and 
entered State street. Pedestrians were on 
all sides of him, but he prevented molesta- 
tion by brandishing his reyolver. The 
crowds followed after him in the chase. 

He again turned into an alley between 
Randolph and Washington and ran to Dear- 
born street. There he met Policeman Dan- 
ahy and Charles Shields, a Pinkerton de- 
tective. He fired at both and missed. He 
ran into Calhoun place and through to Clark, 
thence to Madison, and, turning, fled back 
toward State street, with an increasing 
crowd howling at his heels. 

At Mevicker's Theater he darted into an 
alley and followed it nearly to Adams street. 
Then he turned into State, curved into Ad- 
ams, and, running as if exhausted, led his 
pursuers to Dearborn street again. There 
he evidently was about dorie for, but when 
Policeman Brennan attempted to grab him 
he fired again—and again missed. 


’ Falls Under Cab Horse. 


That was the end, and he fell under a cab 
horse exhausted. The crowd of pursuers 
which had been unable 


as officers surrounded their prisoner. ‘There 


were reports that he had killed one of the 
men at whom he had fired, and when these 
were spread the six policemen who had | 
gathered at the’close of the race had trouble 
to preserve the life ot the man.

The negro fired 
without thought, but by a seeming miracle 
no one in the streets was injured. He passed

‘have reached out and grabbed or tripped 
him, but fear of the man and his gun kept

This is based upon the belief that the 
Chinese goyernment could not give the allies 
sufficient assurance of its ability te afford 
the Ministers protection in escorting them 
out of Pekin. 

The situation was cleared to a great extent 
today, so far as the diplomatic part is con- 
cerned. This was due to the presence of 
President McKinley, who has removed toa 
great extent the mantle of secrecy which 
has covered the ae here for the last few 
days.

Situation Was Critical. 


Minister Conger shows tha: the situation 
when his last message was sent was exe 
tremely critical, and the night before its dime 
patch a desperate attack was made upon the 
legation, which shows conclusively that the 
Chinese government had not been as gealous 
in protecting the Ministers as it has led this 
government to believe. That the attaek 
upon the foreigners has been furious and 
incessant is shown by the fact that five of 
the legation buildings have been totally de- 
stroyed, as Well as all the foreign property 
in Pekin. 

{ Appeal from Li Hung Chang. 

e most interesting document was a cable 
from Li Hung Chang, Envoy Plenipotentiary 
of China, dated Aug. 15, received by Minister 
Wu at 7 p. m. on the same day and handed 
to Assistant Secretary of State Adee this 
morning: 

The allied forces are approaching Tung 
Chow. I have memorialized the imperial gove 
ernment to depute an envoy to negotiate an 
armistice with the several commanders 00 
the spot.

While at the Coroner’s office Professor 
Delafontaine examined the homeopathic 
medicine case found in the Herrick house- 
hold and took out two vials containing nux 
vomica and strychnine. Accompanied by 
Dr. Joseph Springer, in charge of the post- 
mortem examination, Professor Delafon- 
taine took the two vials to a homeopathic 
drug’ house to ascertain the strength of the 
tablets. They were pronounced weak, each 
containing but 1-10,000 of a grain of the drug. 

„Aman would have to take a bushel of the 
tablets to poison himself,“ said Dr. Springer.

‘While Receiver Patrick Davenport thought 
he had secured all the papers necessary to a

Not a single scrap re- 
ferring to the forty-three pieces of property 
believed to have been in the name of Stauber 
and his wife has he found.

Twenty-seven wills and a large number of 
insurance policies were found in the office 
safe, but nothing containing the name of 
Frank A. Stauber or his wife as the owner.

F City Tears Down Electric Lamps and 


Pemoves Patrol Boxes to Facilitate 
the Work of a Contractor and 
Leaves Street Without Illumination 


“Thoroughfare Is Avoided by Be- 


lated Pedestrians, Who Fear High- 
waymen—Property-Owners Protest. 


Residents along Oakwood avenue are in 
the dark. Years ago they had gasoline 
lamps, which were later replaced with gas 
lamps, and finally with electric lights. Now 
they have nothing but the moon to light the 
street, and it ts not shining unti) after mid- 
night. The street isso dark that some peo- 
ple who are compelled to be out late at night 
carry lanterns, 

About two monthe ago the street was re- 
paved. When the contractor began work all 
the electric lights were taken down, and the 
poles and wires removed. Everything that 
would interfere with the movemente of the 
workmen on the street was taken down. 
The wires connecting the patrol-boxes on 
the street were torn down. At the end of a 
week the people had a new pavement, and 
nothing more. For seven weeks they have 
had neither lights nor patrol-boxes, and the 
police are not often heard on the street. 

Many of the residents have gone to the City

Louis Kosok, 8956 Strand street, is at the 
County Hospital suffering from lead poison- 
ing. His hair and eyebrows have turned 
green and the patient entertains the fear 
that his skin will also turn the same color.

Kosok has been employed in the smelting 
department of the American Smelting 
and Refining works, Ninety-fourth street 
and the lake, as a laborer for several years.

Mayor Has Promised Relief, but 
Transfer of Funds Prevents 
Improvement.

In the heart of Chicago two squares of 
street, from which the municipality receives 
an annual income of $10,000, are impasdable 
for heavy traffic. Great holes in the pave- 


mires a Score of feet in diameter are seen 
on the street, while piles of garbage, from 
which noxious odors arise, are scraped to- 
gether at intervais, giving the whole the 
appearance of a village thoroughfare in 
which venders of watermelons had disposed 
of their product for days, without the sea 


enger having been called in to take a hand 


in the general overhauling, recognized to be 
necessary. All this may be seen on Chica- 
go's market square, five blocks from the City 
Hall. 
Merchants doing business on the square, 
Randolph street extending from Desplaines 
street, have protested to the 
city dozens of timés without securing any 
relief. The two blocks constitute the ony 
section in the city from which an income is 
derived, yet traffic is relegated to the alleys 
because of its condition, and tenante of 
buildings Are threatening to cease the pay 
ments of rents until a change is made. 


Market square, as the territory is called, ia 
the busiest quarter of the city during the 
morning. Hundreds of teams, driven by 
farmers, who haul their produce into the 
city to sell to grocers, together with wagon 
of the retail merchants, may be seen in thé 
district between the hours of 5 and 11 o'clock 
in the morning. Each driver of a single horse 
pays the city 10 cents for the privilege of og 
cupying a few feet of space along the curik 
ing long enough to dispose of his truck. The 
huckster who uses two horses for his wagon 
must pay 15 cents per day, because they take. 
up more space than the single vehicle. It ig 
the duty of Marketmaster William Nespital 
to collect from the hucksters, while the city 
is supposed to keep the district in condition 
through its agent, Inspector McDonald, wha 
makes occasional rounds to see if it is ins 


ing fewer, until many of the merchants ame 
sert they hardly are acquainted with him. 


While in other cities the market place is 
supposed to be the cleanliest portion of the 
city, it certainly bears the distinction in 
Chicago of being the dirtiest. Grocers whe 
seek the square in the morning to make pur⸗ 
chases from the farm hucksters find it impos.

meration of the federal census. He claims

The school census shows the names and 
addresses of 255,861 children,“ said Mr. Giv- 
ins, It you multiply this number by six it 
gives 1,535,166 as the number of males under 
21 and females under 18. I think there is no 
doubt that the percentage of minors attend- 
fing school in Chicago is less than one-sixth 
the total number of all minors. It is sald also 
there are 150,000 children who cannot find 
seats in the various schoolhouses. ; 
The registration will show next Novem- 
ber that there are 400,000 voters in the City 
of Chicago; if so, there must be at least 
150,000 who are of full age and entitled to 
vote, but who neither register nor vote. 
All statistics prove that in large cities there 


are as many adult women as men, so add 


550,000 to this list; we therefore have about 
2,600,635 people in Chicago.” 3

Police Charge the Crowd. 
This attempt to lynch an inoffensive negro 
was the culminating act of the night. It 


proved to the police that harsh measures 


were necessary. Chief Devery, who had 300 
reserves in the West Thirty-seventh Street 
Station, sent out the men with orders to 
clear Eighth avenue. In two platoons the 
policemen moved north and south, clubbing 
right and left.

Blacks Moving Away. 


At Thirty-ninth street many colored fam- 


flies moved away today. Gangs of roughs 


interfered and were charged by the police.

Negro ministers 
and leaders of the race hold the police re- 
sponsible for the outbreak. In statements 
they declare the police injured more negroes 
in the rioting on Wednesday night than the 
mobs. 


Murdered Policeman Buried. 
Chief Devery denies the charge of police 
brutality..

The funeral of Policeman Robert J. 
Thorpe, who was killed by the negro, Arthur

At that time, 
1858, Bleeding Kansas” had already be- 
gun to be the center of excitement, and the 
year-old lawyer hastened to get to the 
center of it. Settling at Atchison, where 
he opened a law office, Ingalls at once began 
to be prominent in politics, He helped to 
frame the first eonstitution of the State 
and served for a time as Secretary of the 
Territorial Council.

Senate, was twice ah unsuccessful candi- 


date for Lieutenant Governor, took a lead- 
ing purt in the organization of the State 
militia, built up a-large law practice, won 
local fame as the editor of a radical news- 
paper, and in 1873 began his career as a 
Senator of the United States. 

As a Senator his commanding abilities 
made him almost ffom the first a leader. 


Hie skill as a debater and his readiness at 
repartee forced the respect and admiration | 


of his colleagues, few of whom, however, 
felt anything like fondness for the brilliant 
Kansan. He was cold, dazzling, repelling, 
a notable figure to be pointed out with fear 
rather than with affection. For eighteen 
years Senator Ingalls held his place not 
only in the Senate but in the eyes of the 
country at large. Tall and thin, with a 
high father than broad forehead, upon 
which a mass of iron gray hair hung in a 
bang, with black eyes snapping out through 
heavy-bowed specta ues, with a sparse gray 
mustache and goatee, Ingalls made a figure 
which stamped itself on the memory at 
sight. One wit named him the “ human 
interrogation point,” and another called him 
“the sharp end of a Kansas cyclone.”

THE ALLIES AT PEKIN. | 
There is cause for believing that the allied 
army has entered Pekin and rescued the be- 
sieged Ministers. Though definite news is 
still wanting at the present writing, all the 


tion. A press dispatch from Chefoo, based 
on “a thoroughly trustworthy Chinese 
source,” states that the army entered Pekin 
on Monday. A semi-official dispatch shows 
that the allies were at Tung Chow on Sun- 
day, within a dozen miles of the Chinese 
eapital. The Chinese seem to have re- 
treated toward Pekin. It is to be hoped 
that the beleagitered diplomats and their 


companions are at last safe under the pro- 


tection of the relief force. a 
The experience of the 800 white people in 
Pekin has been memorable and in some re- 
spects unprecedented. It is now over two 
months since they were compelled to flee to 
the foreign legations forsafety. After June 
14 all telegraphic communication with the 
outside world was cut off, and for weeks 
they were given up as lost. In this perilous 
plight they and the handful of marines 
guarding them conducted themselves with 
signal wisdom and courage. They held 
their ground and desperately fought off 
the Boxer mobs and the imperial troops, 
though fired upon daily with rifles and artil- 
lery. Apparently the first slight turn of the 
situation in their favor was caused by the 
alarm of the Chinese authorities over the 
seaboard victories of the allies. * 
After the fall of Tien Tsin the artillery 
fire on the legations was stopped, though in- 
termittent rifle fire from imperial troops con- 
tinued. The Chinese authorities also fur- 
nished them some provisions and began to 
play the role of protector with one hand, 
though still conniving at violence with the 
other. As the advance of the allies con- 
tinued the imperial government found it best 
to comply with President McKinley’s de- 


isters. The stern reiteration of the fact that 
the Pekin authorities would be held person- 
ally responsible for the safety of diplomats 
also had its effect. The belated subterfuge 
of offering a Chinese escort met with the 
prompt refusal that it deserved, and the 
Chinese government found its only chance 
for clemency lay in yielding to America’s 
further demand that the Ministers be sur- 
rendered to the foreign relief column. Fear,

THE NEW YORK RIOT. 
Wednesday night's anti-negro riot in the 
West Thirty-seventh Street Precinct of 


policed city. New York has been remark- 
ably free from acts of mob violence during 
the last generation. Not since the anti- 
draft riots during the civil war, which were 
also essentially anti-negro riots, has there 
been any serious disturbance of this kind 
in that city. When the railroad riots of the 
7s were affecting almost every other large 
city New Tork had no such trouble. The 
credit for this fact must be given in no 
small degree to the Police department's 
stern intolerance of that sort of lawlessa- 


New York Police department, but never 
any leniency toward mob violence. 

The mobbing and maltreatment of all 
colored persons on the streets in the disaf- 
fected quarter were ostensibly caused by a 
désire for vengeance because a negro ruf- 
fan had stabbed a polleeman to death, but 
it was really the work of the element that 
hates policemen. This rough element is 
about same in all large cities. All it 
wants is excuse to let its destructive 
passions loose and to kill, destroy, or tyran- 


on their side. Anti-negro mobs in the 
South are animated by the same belief in 
official connivance. In all such cases the 
real animus of the mob's hatred is against 
law and order rather than against the col- 
ored péople, or the Chinamen, or the other 
foreigners who are attacked. There is al- 
ways a criminal substratum of society ready 
to seize upon any excuse or any semblance 
of disturbance in order to indulge an inborn 
desire to kill and destroy. 

The indisctiminate attack of the New 
York mob upon all negroes closely resem- 
bles the attacks of the Chinese of Pekin on 
all foreigners, though the New York hood- 
lums are less excusable than the Boxers. 
The similarity ends where the question of 
law and order begins, for the New York 
roughs were promptly suppressed, while 
the Pekin mobs have the encouragement of 
the authorities. In that difference may be 
seen practically the whole reason why Chi- 
nese rule is in danger of passing away and 
why Western civilization is covering the 
whole earth, |

Wastetul American lumber is com- 
Lumber mented upon favorably in 
many quarters. Yet it is 

| af doubtful if it is a cause for 
congratulation. Bspecially when, as in Ger- 


many, increased duties on dressed lumber 
have made the exports consist chiefly of logs, 
in whose price but a small amount represents 
labor. The American exports are due chiefly 
ta the stringent forestry laws of Germany 
and France, which are using every effort to 
prevent the destruction of their trees. 
The effect’ of extravagance in this di- 
rection is shown in the case of Greece, which 
ia becoming a good customer of the Ameri- 
can lumbermen. Greece imports practically 
all of the lumber it constimes and has turned 
to the United States because the unfavor- 
able Turkish export tariff has limited the 
market in that quarter. Greece is without 
trees because they were wastefully de- 
stroyed. The result of the destruction of the 
trees has been the impoverishment of the 
soll. Now that the trees are gone, what was 
at one time the garden spot of Europe is 
almost barren, produces little, and that lit- 
tle only with great effort. There is a lesson 
for this in the United States, which will be- 
fore long have emphatic demonstration of 
the serious effect of the want of proper care 
of the forests, Already in sections of the 
East, in New Jersey, where forests have 
been troyed, the evil results are felt.

That the author knews her way about 
‘stageland there can be no shadow of doubt. 
Her material ia, chosen with an eye single 
to her purpose, aud is handled with admira- 
ble deftness. She takes hold of it at the 
exact point from which she can best reveal 
the conditions governing the actual events, 
and proceeds with ease and sureness to a 
well rounded finish that leaves the same im- 
pression of completeness as the play of reg- 
ulation length. But that which more than 
anything else speaks for the excellence of 
her plays is the favor they have found at the 
hands of professionals. All except two have 
been produced in New York and Boston the- 
aters. The first of the collection has been 
especially popular, notably in San Fran- 
cisco. ‘ Rohan the Stlent was written for 
Alexander Salvini, and was the last role 
created by him. 

There are only nine plays, but they cover 
all periods from feudal times to the present. 
They include all conditions from Kings and 


Queens to ‘po’ white trash,“ and are at- 
tuned to every mood. The author's atmos- 
pheres are rémarkably true and consistent, 
and her characters real, living, warm 
blooded human beings. A few of the plays 


were written in collaboration with Emma 
Sheridan Fry and Percy Wallace Mackaye. _ 

For many years Mrs. Sheridan has been 
connected with the Boston Transcript as 
dramatic critic and book reviewer.

Mechanical Faults in Ships Considered

national Typographical union today in the 
face of bitterly waged opposition. The ac- 
tion of President Samuel Donnelly and other 
officers in supporting the measure was 
branded as setting the initiative to gag the 
organs espousing trades unionism, as labor 
boycotting labor, and as a diabolical scheme 
to clothe labor union rogues with a cloak 
of sanctity. 

The new union law as adopted provides 
for the expulsion from the union of any mem- 
ber who publishes or causes to be published 
** malicious attacks on members or officers.”’ 

The phraseology of the law was construed 
by its opponents as practically denying free 
speech to editorial writers on the union 

, all of whom are members of the 
ographical union. 

The question come up through a recom- 
mendation of the Law committee on a reso- 
lution offered by Delegate Leonard McKenna 
of Chicago. There has been too much lam- 
basting and personalism in these trade jour- 
nals, said Mr. McKenna in support of his 
proposition. ‘‘ These trade publications have 
become the medium of labor demagogues, 
who, by attacking fair candidates for office, 
seek to promote their own ends.

His wife and his'two 
sohs, Ellsworth and Sheffield, were with 
him. The funeral will be in Atchison, Kas. 

In accordance with a special request of Mr. 
Ingalls every feature of the funeral will be 
simple. The body will be taken from the 
Ingalls residence to Trinity Church in Atchi- 
son on Sunday afternoon, where Episcopal 
service will be read by Bishop Millspaugh. 
The burial at Mount Vernon will be private. 
No funeral sermon will be preached, and 
there will be nothing in the nature of a public 
demonstration. 

The direct cause of death was bronchitis, 


Sheffield Ingalls said today: Father 
passed peacefully away. He talked to us up 
to a half-hour before he died, and repeated 
the Lord’s Prayer with my mother some time 
before he lost consciousness. His conduct 
all through his illness has been one of 
fortitude. | 

He was anxious for the end to come, as 
he had felt for the last six months that his 
life work and career of usefulness was over.“ 

Mr. Ingalis’ iliness dates from March, 
1899, when at Washington his throat began 
troubling him.

John James Ingalis, for eighteen years 
United States Senator from Kansas and at 
one time President pro tempore of the Sen- 
ate, was born in Middleton, Essex County, 
Mass., on Dec. 29, 1833. He was the son 
Elias and Eliza Chase Ingalls, and his orig 
inal American ancestor was BEdmund 
Ingalis, the first white settler of Lynn, 
Mass. He was educated in the preparatory 
school at Haverhill, d graduated from 
Williams College in 1 He was admitted 
to the bar in 1857, and at once went to Atch- 
ison, Kas., and began his career. | 

From the start he engaged in politics, and 
politics was an exciting game in Kansas in 
the time of the slavery issues. In 1850 he 
was a delegate to the Wyandotte conven- 
tion, which framed the first constitution for 
the new State. In 1860 he was Secretary of 
the Territorial Council, and in 1861 was Sec- 
retary of the first State Senate, becoming 


a State Senator himself the next year. He 


was also the Republican candidate for Lieu- 
tenant Governor on the anti-Lane ticket 
in 1862, but was defeated with the rest of th. 
ticket, and the same fate befell him and the 


ticket in 1864. 


Defeats Pomeroy for Senator, 

In 1878 the term of United States Senator 
Pomeroy, sometimes known as Subsidy “ 
Pomeroy, expired, and Ingalls was a candl- 
date for the place. Senator Pomeroy, how 
ever, was well intrenched in his position and 
had command of a large amount of money 
which he was ready to use to accomplish 
his reélection. 

The day the balloting was to take place 
State Senator York walked down the aisle 
of the Assembly-room, and, handing the 
presiding officer a roll of money, asked him 
to count it. He did so and reported it con- 
tained $7,000. York then followed with the 
open charge that Pomeroy had given it to 
him in payment for his vote. 

This was the first sensational and open 
charge of money being used to buy a seat 
in the Senate. Not a member of either House 
dared to vote for Pomeroy, and Ingalls was 
chosen United States Senaton The affair 
ended Pomeroy’s connection with politics. 

Had Kansas continued a Republican State 
Senator Ingalls would probably have re- 
mained in the Senate as long as he cared to, 
but in 1890 the Populists captured the 2 
islature and elected Senator Peffer in h 
stead. His friends and political associates 
from Kansas ascribed his defeat then to 
overconfidence. | 

After his retirement to private life Senator 
Ingalls returned to Kansas and resumed the 
practice of law. In 1805 he attempted to se- 
qure reélectian to the Senate, the State Legis-

since then has not taken an active part in 
politics.

that he will abandon the Lutheran faith 
and cast his future with the Congregational 
Church. The declaration of his intentions 
came in a recent letter to the council of Holy 
Trinity English Lutheran Church, La Salle 
avenue and Elm street, when he tendered 
his resignation as its pastor. 

Both the resignation ef the Rev. Mr. Evans 
and his announcement that he intended to 
seek another church’ were surprises to the 
council and members of his congregation, as 
he had manifested no uneasiness and ex- 
pressed no antagonism to the tenets of the 
faith which he espoused in any of his ser- 
mons. Six weeks ago he was granted a vaca- 
tion to last two months. He departed from 
the city in the hope of securing rest and leav- 
ing his congregation under the impression 
that he would return at the appointed time. 
A few days ago the council received his 
ignation, in which hé announced that 
probably would deliver his last sermon in 
Holy Trinity Church on the first Sunday in 
September. Since the receipt of that letter 
nothing has been heard from him. 


4 His Resignation Is Accepted. 

The council decided Tuesday evening to 
accept the resignation, and expressed its 
regret at losing the pastor. 

“Mr. Evans gave us no reasons for his 
desire to leave the English Lutheran 
Church,” said N. F. Olson, one of the mem- 
bers of the council, yesterday afternoon. 
He had said nothing that aroused our sus- 
picions or created any schism in the con- 
gregation, Everything is as peaceful as we 
could wish, with 8 exception of the unrest 
occasioned by the departure of the pastor 
and the selection of his successor. It is the 
custom in the church to apply to the synod . 
for a pastor, although we may exprese our 
choice in seeking one.“ 

The Rev. Mr. Evans left the city several 
weeks ago, and went to Goshen, Ind., for 
a brief rest. Since then he has been travel- 
ing around,.and his wife, who is at 87 Hill 
street, declined to say where he is at present. 

“Is Mr. Evans the first pastor who ever 
left one church to join another?’ queried 
Mrs. Evans, when asked for her husband's 
reasons for deserting the English Lutheran 
Church. All I know is that he sought a 
broader religion, one liberal in all its views, 
when he announced to me that he intended 
to change. There was no political reason 
for his withdrawal, and no misunderstand- 
ing with the church officials.” ? 

Receives Call from Rogers Park. 

Mrs. Evans declined also to say whether 
or not her husband had accepted the call 
received recently to the pastorship of the 
Rogers Park Congregational Church. She 
believed this would be settled later, but pre- 
férred to have the statement come from 
her husband: 

The Rev. Mr. Evans is 32 years ofage. He 
‘studied first at the Northwestern University 
in Evanston, and then graduated from the 
Lutheran Seminary in Lake Forest. He was 
pastor of a West Side church a short time 
before going to Goshen, Ind., where he yt 
charge of a congregation. Two years 
he became pastor of the Holy Trinity png. 
lish Lutheran Church on the North Side. It 
is one of the most influential Lutheran con- 
gregations in the city, having between 400 
and 500 members. It 8 property 
valued at 850,000. 


TO REPORT ON TUBE SERVICE. 


Postmaster Gordon Receives Orders to 
Investigate Feasibility of Pneumatic 
Transmission of Mails in Chicago. 


Gordon has received an 
from Washington directing him to investi- 


gate the feasibility ofa pneumatic tube serv- 


ice in connection with the Chicago Post- 

office. P8stmaster General Smith is consid- 
ering whether it will be practical to estab- 
lish this service as a permanent feature of 
the postal department in all the large cities. 
Before deciding he has ordered the post- 
masters in Chicago and New York to look 
into the matter thoroughly. 

A general committee will be appointed at 
Washington, consisting of experienced: 
postal experts, to receive the report of the 
local committee. The body will come to 
Chicago after receiving the report and pre- 
pate maps, plans, and specifications fully 
describing the service which may be rec- 
ommended. The local committee consists of 
Postmaster Gordon and the superintendent 
of the sixth division, railway mail serv- 
icé, Captain E. L. West. 

One of the special features of the investi- 
gation will be the practicability of single 
lines of mail tubes for the use of private 
concerns as feeders to the main trunk lines 
connecting the central office and the postal 
stations. If the single line tube system 
should be extended to the business houses 
and residences those having the advantage 
of it would receive their mail within a few 
minutes after it reaches the office. 

The local committee will prepare statis- 
tics on the volume of mall passing between 
the offices to be connected by the tubes. 
From these figures they will calculate the 
size of tube that may be necessary. Some of 
the stations already handle an immense 
amount of mail daily, and, considering the 
prospective increase, the tubes connecting 


these with the central office will be much 


larger than any similar service in the city. 

It is a foregone conclusion, however, that 
the committee will not report against the 
installation of the service. Postmaster Gor- 
don has investigated the facilities which 
Chicago offers for such a service, and all 
that remains to be ascertained is the prob- 
able cost of installation. 


NEW RULE IN INSANE CASES. 


Judge Wheatley Will Hold Complain- 
ing Witnesses in Contempt if They 
Fail to Appear. 


Judge Wheatley has announced that here- 
after on the trial of a patient for committa) 
to an insane asylum or hospital the com- 
plainant who filed the application to have 
the examination made must be present and 
give testimony or be held in contempt of 
court and punished severely. 

This practice of filing papers in the office 
of the Clerk of the County Court and then 
abandoning the case, leaving to others the 
task of making the examination and fur- 
nishing all the evidence must stop, and this 
court will stop it.“ Judge Wheatley said. 

The indignation of the court was aroused 
by the developments in the case of James 
Conway, who, it is said, jumped into the 
lake last Friday to quench a fire which was 
burning him up inside.“ Five men had the 
greatest difficulty in dragging him from the 
water. The complaint in Conway's case was 
made and signed by one Michael Gallagher, 
and it was accompanied by a certificate by 
Dr. H. Upton of Kensington to the purport 
that Conway was insane. Neither of these 
persons appeared in the insane court. At 
Dr. Hunter’s request the court adjourned the 
hearing one week, and subpcenas were or- 
dered to compel the attendance of Gallagher 
and any other witnesses to the case.

He was returned to jail at the close of the 
hearing yesterday. He said he would get 
another trial in the Criminal Court, but the 
probability is that he will soon begin serv- 
ing his sentence in the penitentiary. 


Investigation Is Postponed.
